I never felt it so hot, even in. Florida 
as it was at Fort Norman‘the other 
day. 

“People do.not realize the immens- 
ity of the north country. On the trip 
north, T travelled a distance equiva- 
lent ‘to the width of the Atlantic. For 
five weeks I slept, all but one night, 
on the water and at that the boat 
was travelling north with the current.

Slip the beaten whites into the 
bowLand Sift over them one and one- 
quarter cups of flour. Cut and fold 
the whites and the flour into the yolk 
mixture with a wire egg beater or a 
wire ‘spoon.’ Pour ‘into ungreased 
pans or muffin cups and bake about 
twenty minutes in a very moderate 
over. This ought to-make four lay- 
ers‘or one cake about twelve by fii- 
teen inches. . Always bake sponge 
cake in a shallow (never a deep) pan.

Seed requirements area much 
more. important factor than is 
generally. recognised, both from 
the standpoint of the quantity re- 
quired and from: the standpoint 
of quality, For Canada well over 
60,000,000: bushels of seed are re- 
quired and jor Saskatchewan: al- 
most 27,000,000 liushels. From the 


standpoint of the individual: far- 


inet . the seed fequirements are 
quite an important consideration 
and there has been a tendency 
particularly during the period of 
high prices to sell the best grain 


aid keep inferiof seed. 


Each year Canadian farmers 
have to face keener competition in 
the World‘’s markets, it is import- 
ant, therefore, that the high stand 
ard obtained in the earlier years 
for No 1 hard be maintained. This 
only be done by -growing 
pure varieties, In saving“the seed 
for, the 1922 crop the fields from 
which the seed is to be saved 
should he selected while the crop 
is still standing, impurities can 
be more easily recognized in the 
field than they can be in the bin. 
“Roguing” is commonly looked 
upon as a tedious undertaking ‘but 
if the field does not contain too 
great a number of impurities it is 
not nearly the task it-is generally. 


Having . removed other kinds 
and varieties of grain and harm- 
ful weeds in the field the next step 
is To prevent mixing in harvesting 
and threshing. The binder should 
be thoroughly cleaned: off before 
being used and some prefér to cap 
the sfooks in order to prevent the 
‘kernels bleaching. At threshing 
time the racks should be swept 
clean before hauling . in the 
sheaves of seed grain. The thresh- 
ing-mill should also. be swept. off 
as well as cleaned out as thorough 
ly as possible. This work requires 
surprisingly little time if done 
frequently for most of it can be 
done .-while the machine. “is in 
operation: ‘and Without making 
any serious delay in threshing. 
It is as well to follow wheat with 


sack or two that~comes through 
should be kept separate as well as 
the last bushel that-is threshed. 
Mixing in the granary frequently} 
occurs, in order to prevent this 
the hin should be carefully ex- 
amined and all foreign matter re- 
moved and cracks stopped. up. 
After the seed grain is put in the 
bin it should either: be boarded up 
to the ceilingor else the grain 
covered with a canvas of some des 
cription. 

Carefull attention to the. matter 
of securing of pure-seed on the 
home farm will be amply repaid. 
There will be the usual increased 
yiclds that accompany the use of 
good Standard sorts. There will 
be the increase due to less: loss 
from shattering and shrinkage of 
immature kernels, such as occurs 
in a mixed lot, And*in addition 
the resultant crop will be less 
susceptible to disease.

Wages and Employees Compared, 

It was during the year ended June
